It was there that the combat was most 
sanguinary, and the traces of the emeute 
are horribly visible. The colonnades 
the Pantheon are very much battered ; the 
statues in the front are many of them des­ 
troyed and others are much mutilated. It 
was in front of this part that the formida­ 
ble barricade which defended the approach­ 
es to the church of ¡St. Etienne du Mont 
was built, and which was only demolished 
after s very severe cannonading. 
In the interior of the building the balls 
have destroyed two colossal statues, one 
representing the “ Republic,” and the oth­ 
er the geuius of “ Immortality.” One of 
the copies of a picture by Raphael has been 
also destroyed. In the centre of the mon­ 
ument, on a funeral platform, now lie the 
remains of Gen. Brea and aid-de-camp, M. 
Manzin, who were so cruelly assassinated 
at the Barrier du Fontaineblue. 
The church of St. Etienne also bears 
marks of balls. The hand of the clock has 
been carried away. The Rue St. Jaques 
near the Ruedes Mathurins, and the bridge 
of the Hotel I)ieu, present the most desola­ 
ting aspect. The front of every house is 
riddled with balls, but these at the end of 
the street are most injured. The barricade 
in this place, which was so bravely attacked 
and carried by the Republican guard, ne­ 
cessitated the use of cannon. 
In the Fauliourg du Temple, and in all 
the quarter extending to the Faubourg St. 
Antoine, and from the Barrier du Trone 
to the Bastile, and thence to Hotel de Ville 
the barricades are all thrown down and 
the streets opened to communication. The 
crowd of visitors to that point is immense. 
Three houses facing the canal, opposite 
the en trrpot, are nearly destroyed, and the 
bridge across the canal is literally festooned 
with balls. It is impossible to calculate 
the number of barricades which have been 
erected from the Faubourg St. Antoine, 
and it is almost incredible how' such for­ 
midable ramparts could have been carried 
in so short a time. 
One woman was shot on a barricade who 
had in her hand a sabre, on the point of 
which she had struck the head of an officer. 
The number of insurgents arrested a- 
mounts to several thousands. A mong them 
are the drum major of the 12th legion of 
the National Guards, who is nicknamed 
the “ Professeur des Barricades;” a lieuten­ 
ant and a sub-officer of the same legion. 
At the Faubourg St. Antoine, the insur­ 
gents with a barbarism which has no paral­ 
lel, went to the pension ties jrunes filies, 
where many parents had sent their children 
for safety, took the little ones, and placed 
bound so that they could not run away, be­ 
fore the barricades to prevent the National 
Guards from returning their fire, which 
they continued most murderously from be­ 
hind and between the children! 
A woman, apprehended on Monday, 
ow ned frankly that she had cut off the heads 
of three of the Garde Mobile. On several 
barricades, heads cut ofT, wearing their 
kepis, had been placed as scare crows.— 
Finally, a head, in the mouth of which 
pitch had been matted and a match placed, 
was put upon a pique, and the wretches 
dauced around it. 
Another monster among them boasts of 
having himself killed twenty-two persons 
in the Faubourg St. Jaquies. He was at­ 
tended by his wife, who supplied him with 
ammunition. These twro wretches, in or­ 
der to protect themselves from certain 
death as they passed along, had a child in 
their arms which they carried as their safe­ 
guard. 
A battallion of the Garde Mobile was 
reduced from 750 to 1*20. 
The Paris press are full of details of the 
bearing of the Garde Mobile in the fights. 
This is an enrollment of the young men un­ 
der twenty years of age. A French journal 
gives the following among a column of an­ 
ecdotes :— 
“ The battalion of the pupils of the 
school of Saint Cyr, who had on Sunday 
done duty at the National Assembly, were 
yesterday at their own request, sent to the 
scene of combat. Their military liearing 
excited the admiration of the National 
Guard and of the army. Three detach­ 
ments of the Garde Mobile arrived success- 
sively at the assembly, carrying the Hags 
they had taken from the barricades of the 
Fauborg St. Antoine. General Key halted 
the detachments before the gates of the 
chamber, and afterwards conducted those 
young men to the President and to Gen. 
Cavaignac, who praised them in the warm­ 
est manner for their courage. 
One of 
them, belonging to the battalion of the ma­ 
rine guard mobile, was recognised by sev­ 
eral representatives, as having displayed 
extraordinary courage in the attack at the 
Place de la Bastille. Another garde mobile 
a boy between 16 and 17, named Delra, of 
the 9th battalion, was mentioned to the 
President for having himself captured five 
flags, on five different barricades in the Rue 
de Keuiily. Being taken ill when at the 
palace, he could not go to the President. 
The President accordingly went to him, 
mnd kissed him with great warmth, said, 
‘Kince you cannot wait oo the President, 
tbe Presideut of the National Assembly 
waits on you!’

Mr. Burt proposed a resolution which 
was adopted calling on the President for 
information respecting tbe number of In­ 
dians in the Territories of Oregou, New 
Mexico, and California; what military 
force will lie necessary to garrison the fron­ 
tier ; and what military force should con­ 
stitute the peace establishment. 
Mr. Hilliard, of Ala., offered a resolution 
calling upon the President for copies of the 
instructions to Commissioners Sevier and 
Clifford, which was adopted. 
The Senate bill reviving certain naval 
pensions, and extending the benefits to en­ 
gineers, firemen and coal-heavers in the 
Navy, and to their widows, was taken up 
and passed. 
The consideration of the civil and diplo­ 
matic appropriation bill was then resumed 
in Committee of tbe Whole, and continued 
till half past four when the House adj. 


On motion of Mr. Benton, the Senate 
then went into Executive Session, and after 
some time spent the doors were opened. 
Mr. Clayton, of Del., from the Select 
Committee, reported a bill to establish a 
Territorial Government in Oregon, New 
Mexico, and California, which was read 
twice, and made the order of the day lor 
Friday next.

T ilk E v a c u a t i o n o f M e x i c o .—The offi­ 
cers having charge of that department cer­ 
tainly deserve great credit for the order, 
regularity and promptness with which our 
troops have been withdrawn from Mexico. 
Though after the exchange of the ratifica­ 
tions of the treaty, the great body of the 
men had to be marched a distance of near­ 
ly 401» miles from the capital to VeraCruz, 
and transports had to be provided at New 
Orleans and sent down to receive them, 
yet nearly the w hole of the volunteer force 
have actually arrived, and the balance, with 
the regulars, are probably all afloat at this 
moment. Few persons can properly un­ 
derstand or appreciate the magnitude of 
the task, thus to move for so great a dis­ 
tance a force, including teamsters, follow­ 
ers, etc., of at least 35,(MM) men, with all 
their arms, ammunition, tents, baggage, 
camp equipage, etc. It has, however, not 
only been done, but well done, and so far 
as we have heard, up to this time without 
an accident. The operation has included 
the troops from Tampico and the line of 
the Rio Grande, as well as those from 
Vera Cruz.— TV. O. Bulletin, iUh.

“ the principles ot morality—the policy of 
the nation—the doctrines of the common 
law—the law of nature and law of God, 
unite in condemning as void the condition 
attempted to be imposed by this testator 
upon his widow.”— Afiner’i Journal.

Executions by the President.—Tbe sch’r 
Hanover, Captain Case, trom Jacmcl, 
July 1st, arrived at this port this morning. 
There had been no actual trouble at Jac- 
mel, but matters were in a very unsettled 
state. The mountains in the vicinity were 
filled with piquets, who were momentarily 
expected to descend upon Jacmel. 
The President remained at Aux Cayes, 
where he had shot five of his prisoners, three 
Generals and two subalterns. It appears 
that the President, as the head of the Relis 
gion of the island, had given orders to the 
Chief Priest to visit the prisoners, and ob­ 
tain by confession, the fact whether or no 
they were inimical to the existing govern­ 
ment. The Priest acted in accordance 
with his orders, and replied that they were 
all in favor of the government. Notwith­ 
standing this, however, five were led out 
and shot, three mulnttoes and two blacks. 
The Priest, fearing for his own life, fled to 
Jacmel, and would take the first conveyance 
from the country. 
From and after July 1st, by an order of 
government, all duties on imports are to be 
paid wholly in coin. This w ill make quite 
a difference, as heretofore thev have been 
paid two thirds h i paper and one third in 
specie. The paper currency is worth about 
16 cents to the dollar.— Boston Traveller.
